WASHINGTON — The probability is 


that when Congress gets down to the 
work of reapportionment, between now 
and the adjournment of the present ses- 
sion, a compromise will be reached 
through which the number of members 
will be so increased as to save any state 


from decreased representation in the 
House and in the electoral college. 

To do this the membership ‘must be 
increased from 391 to somewhere near 
430. This increase could be made by 
the adoption of the proposed system of 
removing the desks of members from the 
floor and putting long seats in their 
places after the custom in the. British 
Commons. The question is to come up 
early in January in committees of both 
Houses and while there may be some 
minor departure from the plan here out- 
lined, it is believed that it will be 
adhered to in the main. 

Director Durand of the census bureau 
has submitted two plans under which no 
state will be deprived of a member. Prof. 
Walter F. Willeox, former chief sta- 
tistician of the census, has submitted a 
similar plan. Under the Durand plan 
the total membership of the House here- 
after would be 440 and under the Willcox 
plan it would be 435. * 

Were. the House membership to re- 
main as at present 13 states would lose 
members. Missouri would lose two and 
. Tennessee, Maine, Iowa, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, Nebraska and 
Kansas would lose one each. Such a 
proposition would have no standing~in 
the. House census committee, whose vote 
would be 10 to 6 against retaining the 
present membership. 

Seven of the 13 states destined to lose 
representation have members of this 
committee. This peculiarity in the com- 
mittee’s personnel is also the strongest 
factor in insuring a report from the com- 
mittee in favor of action at this session, 
either on the Durand or the Willcox plan, 
for the committeemen do not care to 
have the representation of their states 
left to a reorganized census committee 
in the next Congress. The states which 
would lose‘ members in the event the 
House should remain as at present have 
a total of 149 members, and would cast 
that many votes against such a proposi- 
sion. A majority of the House js 196. 

Coupled with the plan to increase the 
membership of ‘he House to a point 
where no state will lose a representative 
is the proposition to insert in the re- 
apportionment bill a section ‘ providing 
for an automatic apportionment in the 
future. This plan is in favor with the 
states which would lose if the member- 
thip of the House were not increased. 
Their representatives say that if the 
Durand or Willcox plan can be adopted 
now they will lend their support to an

“A gap in this system of radiating lines 
would be filled. by the construction of a 
rapid transit line from the South station 
towards the south and southeast, as 
herein recommended. If such a line is 
built, the trains or cars from Cambridge, 
instead of reversing at Park street or 
at the South station, conld continue te 
the proposed southerly terminus near 
Andrew square, and start from that 
point on their return trip to Cambridge. 

“The estimated cost of such a subway, 
from a point 500 feet south of the pro- 
posed subway station in Atlantic avenue, 
near the South terminal, running under 
Fort Point channel and Dorchester ave- 
jnue, with a station at the junction of

TOBACCO TRUST 
ARGUMENTS BEGIN 


Ww ASHINGTON—Lawyers began their 
arguments today before the supreme 
court of the United States for and 
against the Sherman anti-trust law and 
the tobacco trust. On their presentation 
of the evidence depends the future of a 
combine of corporations constituting a 
business with $400,000,000 of invested 
capital. 

Nearly a year was consumed in taking 
testimony the case, and it was not 
until Nov. 7, 1900, that the circuit court 
gave an opinion sustaining the Sherman 
law and partly upholding the govern- 
ment’s contentions. But it dismissed the 
bill against the United Cigar Stores, the 
Imperial Tobacco Company, the British- 
American Tobacco Company, and others.

This is a compromise that would re- 
sult in no more increases. It would mean 
that the census bureau, once in 10 years, 
would divide the population by the total 
membership of the House—this member- 
ship to be fixed for ajl time at the pres- 
ent session—and apply the resulting ra- 
tio to all the states. 

It is nothing new, this proposition to 
fix the membership of the House at a 
specified number. It was done in 1850, 
when the size of the house was fixed 
at 223, where it remained for 20 years. 
Many believe it would still be in force 
but for the civil war, which changed the 
political status of the negro population 
and made the law obsolete. 

Those who favor_limiting the House 
thembership point out that the British 
Commons cannot fairly be taken as an 
example in the United States. While 
the Commons has a membership of 700, 
its quorum is only 40, while a quorum 
of the American house is a majority of 
all its members. There are seldom more 
than 100 members of the Commons in 
their places at one time, while in this 
country it is no uncommon thing to 
see as many as 300 members in their 
seats at one time.

Some 8434 cubic yards from the same 
source were used for ballasting track.

It must be more or less of an archeo- 
logist’s puzzle to arrive even approxi- 
mately at the date of any town the 
foundation of which is prior to 
centuries ago.

LECTURER GIVES HISTORY 
OF BELFAST SHIPBUILDING 


First Wooden Vessel Built in 1636, and Over Two Cen- 
turies Later First Iron Ship Turned Out From These 


Yards Was Launched. 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BELFAST—Professor Oldham,

recently, gave a very interesting account 
of the history of shipbuilding in Belfast. 


Commencing with the first record of ship- 
building in Belfast, he states that in the 
year 1636 a vessel of 150 tons register 
was built by the Presbyterian clergymen 
at Belfast. However, it was only in the 
year 1791 that a regular building place 
for ships was established. 

During the 30 vears, 1824-54, about 50 
wooden vessels were built in Belfast— 
brigs and schooners. of from 100 to 350 
tons. These included two wooden steam- 
ers, viz., the Aurora for the 
trade and the Victoria, for the Liverpool 
trade. In 1844 the Seagull, the first iron 
vessel to be built in Belfast, 
launched by Messrs. Coates and Young. 
But the building of iron ships is really 
to be dated from 1853, when Messrs. 
Robert Hickson & Co. made it a new 
branch of their business. 

What is called the Queen’s island is 
an artificial piece of land thrown up in 
1841+’46, when the Belfast port authority 
of 1837 employed Mr. William Dargan, 
as contractor, to make through the slob 
lands the straight cut which is known 
as the Victoria channel. The new har- 
bor commissioners of 1847 built there 
a fine patent slip, and enclosed a ship- 
yard of about four acres in extent.

FROM CAPE TO CAIRO 


Object Is to Demonstrate 
Value of Conveyance, With 
View of Adopting Same in 
German Africa. 


TO CARRY WIRELESS

CAIRO—It is understood that the Ger- 
man government is seconding the project 
of Lieut. Detleff Schmude and Herr Muel- 
ler. the well-Known geologist, 
making arrangements to travel from 
Cairo to the cape by motor car. The 
object of the expedition is to demon- 
strate the value of this form of convey- 
ance ‘for the transport of travelers and 
goods, with a view especially to the 
utilization of motor cars in German 
Africa.

Boston, Mass., Friday, January 6, 1911. 


In Boston, 100 years ago today, Charles 
Sumner was born. In the Boston Public 
Latin school and in Harvard University he 
received his education. A  serious-minded 
youth he grew into serious-minded manhood 
in the city of his birth. An indefatigable 
student rather than a genius, he earned his 
way 0 the esteem and lasting friendship, 
while still in his early manhood, of such 
eiinent personages as Story, Kent, Marshall 
and Binney.

There never was a moment when he did not hold a lofty place 
in the esteem of his fellow citizens, although, paradoxical as it 
may seem, there were inany times all the way through his public 
career When he was made to feel the sting of their harsh and some- 
times contemptuous disapproval. No other man could have taken 
away from him the place they gave him; no other man could have 
filled it as well as he; these were facts admitted, even when city 
and state were united in condemnation of his course. Webster

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THROUGH the medium of a little pamphlet 
prepared by Jonas M. Miles and issued for 
private circulation among those interested in 
the question of which it treats, we have, 
as a result of patient and intelligent inves- 
tigation, a statement showing what the prob- 
able consequences would be in case the sin- 
gle tax system were applied to a typical 
New England town. Concord, Mass., may 
be taken as a community in which condi- 
tions are as nearly stable as they are anywhere on this globe. It 
‘is morally wholesome, its habits are conservative, its circumstances 
are substantial, its traditions are deep-rooted and respectable, its 
ideals are. high. Hardly a better place could be found in which 
to carry on an imaginary economic revolution and to draw quiet 
conclusions from the experiment. : 

Mr. Miles found the taxable property of Concord in the year 
1910 to consist of land, $1,795,726, representing 24.53 per cent: 
buildings, $3,056,065, representing 41.75 per cent, and personal 
estate, $2;467,472, representing 33.71 per cent. The rate of taxa- 
tion was $14.30 on $1000. Supposing the law provided that taxes 
be levied on land alone, a levy of $58 on each $1000 of land value 
would have been necessary.

proposed intracoastal waterway from New England to the gulf, 
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whole present property valuation, it is conceded. seems radical and 
even startling; but, it is contended, the land owners are now paying 
nearly all the taxes, for they pay all the taxes on the land, all the 
taxes on the buildings and the taxes on four fifths of all the personal 
estate. Collectively, according to Mr. Miles, the land owners are 
now paying, under the present system, 93 per cent of all the taxes. 
The remaining 7 per cent is paid by miscellaneous residents. The 
proposal of a single tax on land values is stated to amount to 
simply this: The land owners who now pay 93 per cent of all taxes 
shall be allowed and permitted to pay the other 7 per cent also. 
Then they shall adjust the matter with their tenants and lessees, 
and with one another, as they may agree; and all shall go tax 
‘free as to their buildings and personal estate. “That,” says Mr. 
Miles, “doesn’t seem to be a very startling proposal after all. The 
effect on the tax bill of any individual would depend on the ratio 
of the value of his land, on the one side, to the value of his buildings 
and personal estate, on the other.” 

It would be impossible to follow here the investigation carried 
on by this gentleman through all of its details, interesting as they 
are. Certain conclusions only may be touched upon. It appeared, 


has found a way in which this link of the chain may be provided 
without crossing a trunk line of railway. The distance from Boston 
to Point Judith by the Taunton-Hingham canal, as shown by the 
plan of this project, is about ninety-eight miles. It is about 187 
outside of Cape Cod and about 118 through the new Cape Cod 
canal.

This route, which avoids the difhculties of the Brockton canal 
route proposed some years ago, the engineer calls practical, and it 
looks as if it might so strike the practical men who are interested 
in the promotion of the entire intracoastal waterway scheme. The 
cost, even at the highest estimates, will be small in “comparison 
“vith the benefits resulting from the completion of the undertaking.

order to prevent financial panics. Yet the United States once had 
a central bank, and it did not,prevent a pamnte. 

Herr von Gwinner holds that a central bank for America must 
contain guarantees in its constitution “against becoming the play- 
thing of politicians or being used in the interest of any man or 
group of men for promoting speculation.” An institution that could 
control the money of the country would have power not only com- 
mensurate with, but beyond, that of the government itself. It 
would hold in its hands the well-being and the undoing of the people. 
It might be said that its vaults would contain not only the vital 
fluid of commerce, but that its directors might control the material 
destiny of-the republic. 

“Of immeasurable importance, therefore as it that the country 
shall ponder seriously the proposition for the establishment of a 
central bank that will sooner or later be laid before Congress by 
the monetary commission or some other agency. 

This is not Germany nor England nor France but simply the 
United States, and the peculiar conditions and needs of this country 
must have first thought in* the settlement of all purely national 


questions.
